day of the ſame Moneth, being the eighteenth, in manner reſpective following, viz. By all tfoſe 
upon the ſouth ide ok the nozth water of Esk , upon the ſaid eleventh day; and theſe upon the 
noꝛth ſlide thereof, upon the ſaid eighteenth day: Requiring hereby the Reverend Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops, to give notice hereof to the Miniſters in their reſpective Dioceſſes, That 
upon the Lozds dapes reſpective, immediately pzeceeding the ſaid eleventh and eighteenth dayes of 
July, That they cauſe read this Dur Pꝛoclamation, from the Pulpit , tn ebery Paroch 
Church; and that they exhozt all Our loving Subſects to a ſober and devout perfozmance 
of the ſaid Faſt and Humiliation, as they tender the favour of Almighty G O D, the duty 
they owe to Us, and the peace and pzeſervation of their Country: Certifying all thoſe who 
ſhall contemn oz neglect luch a religious and neceſſar a wozk, they (hall bepzoceeded againſt, and 
puniſhed as contemners of Our Authozity , and perſons diſaffected to Cehonour and ſafety
